Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Ota discloses the touch panel (third plate) is 
attached to LC panel 50 by adhesive sheet 3, but Ota does not disclose the adhesive sheet 3 is a double-sided adhesive film. However, 
adhesive sheet 3 is functioned as a double-sided adhesive film, i.e. Suzuki et al. disclose attaching two transparent plates together to 
form a LC panel with a double-sided adhesive tape.
